Neither words nor pictures can adequately describe the beauties 
of this wonderland of tropical and natural beauty. In Cypress Gar¬ 
dens, plants from the forests, the mountains and the deserts of the 
world’s tropics find a home where they grow as luxuriantly as in their 
native soil. 

Stately Camellia Japonicas are famous for their clear colors and 
almost artificial symmetry. Spreading Liveoaks, whose widespread 
branches are draped with gray veils of Spanish moss, form a fitting 
background of these aristocrats of the southern garden. 

The towering trunks of Cypress, rising from fluted and buttressed 
bases, are covered with huge leaved jungle creepers like the lofty 
columns of some ancient and forgotten forest temple. Those growing 
in the water are surrounded by queer roots and ‘‘knees” which look 
like grotesque carvings.
